Regulations 


follow: 


All week-days are fast days. The 


law of fast forbids more than one 
full meal a day, at noon or in 
the evening. Coffee, tea or chocolate, 
A-ith milk added, and about two 
ounces of bread or somehting similar 
is permitted for breakfast. At some 
other time of day a partial meal 
may be taken consisting of about 
8 ounces of solid food. 


All Catholics are bound to observe 


the law of fast from their 21st until 
their 60th birthday. They may eat 
once a day on days when meat is 
allowed. 


Law of Abstinence 


The law of abstinence forbids to 


all Catholics over seven years of 
age the use of meat on all Wednes- 
days, except the Wednesday of Holy 
Week, and Fridays of Lent, on Ember 
Saturday and the forenoon of Holy 
Saturday. 


The church petmSts the use of 


butter, cheese, milk and eggs every1 


day, and the use of lard and drip- 
pings in the preparation of foods. 
It likewise permits fish, oysters and 
other sea foods to be taken with 
meat on the days when meafi is 
allowed. 


Those exempt from the laws of 


fasting are the sick and convales- 
cent, those who are engaged in hard 
labor or in duties which exhaust 
their physical strength and those 
who are bearing or nursing children. 


By reason of a Papal Indult work- 


ingmen and their families may eat 
meat on any day of the year except 
Fridays, Ash Wednesday, the fore- 
noon of Holy Saturday and the Vigil 
of Christmas.

A confusion arising in the testi- 


mony given in the equity action of 
ules Smith, Hanover, versus Na- 
thaniel Miller, New Oxford, led the 
Adams county court Monday after- 
icon to hand down a temporary or- 
der in the case until a surveyor can 
be sent to the Miller land near New .

Testimony Conflicts

er said, was that Smith should'keep 
the gate to the right of way closed 
so that the Miller cows would not 
escape. Failure to keep the gate 
ilosed resulted in the cattle getting 
out a number of times. Miller said. 


Smith on the other hand, claimed 


Miller put up a fence so close to an- 
other fence on the opposite side of 
the right of way that cars were un- 
able to turn about on the right of 
way and were unable to turn into the 
Smith property at the end of the 
drive.

"We need Lincoln's gentle heart. 


The 
Apostle Paul likened 
the 


church to the body of Christ, point- 
ing out that if. one member is ill 
all suffer: if one rejoices, all re-, 
joice. Lincoln had that same gentle 
heart; he suffered for all. We need 
that spirit today. If; we can look 
on the suffering of .the world and 
not suffer ourselvfs, 'it Is a. good 
indication that we do hot belong. 


"We need his faith in God. 'Again 


and again I have been driven to 
my knees under the conviction that 
there was no other place to go' 
Lincoln wrote concerning liis pray- 
erful habits. 


Task For All 


"Lincoln believed God had a task 


for each individual and nation to 
perform. And there is much logic in 
that thought. Soon it will be spring 
and millions and millions of leaves, 
all different, will form upon the 
trees. The thousands of constella- 
tions travel millions of miles through 
the heavens and so accurately do 
they run 'on schedule' that astron- 
omers who have studied the comings 
and goings of the stars can predict 
to the fraction of a second when an 
eclipse will occur in the future. 
Viewing the plan and purpose of 
God's creation we can believe that 
He has'a plan and purpose for us 
as well. 
. 


Why were we of all nations on 


earth spared the terrible destruc- 
ion of Europe and Asia? Why have 
we escaped the punishment other 
nations have had? It is not because 
we are less guilty; I think it must 
be because we have been given a 
mission, a mission that is a test 
for us. Does the pain of the world 
cause us no pain, or do we harden 
our hearts against those of our 
neighbors. 


"If we do not measure up to the 


test given us now. a mission to aid 
the world, God may reject us. He 
rejected Noah's generation, because 
they were not worth saving.
